"Holders are naturally resisting with
all their power the soiling of thetr sugar
as low as the basis of 8 cents, cost and
freight, nnd some holders have decided
to store their sugars rather than let
them go at Arbuckle's limited. However,
nn there are a number of lots maklrtff up
the aggregate of the 50,000 to 60,000
bags, there may bo some holders who,
unable to placo their sugars In store be-
cause of Inability to finance the same,
or take caro of It, the market lookB as If
It wiw facing a very serious decline."
